is  planning  to  increase  its  aid 
programs  for  all  types  of  stu- 
dents 32%  to  $595,000.  This 
increase  in  aid  will  primarily 
come  in  the  form  of  grants 
to  students. 

Dean  Cupkie  said  the  col- 
lege is  also  considering 
inaugurating  an  institutional 
loan  program  whereby  stu- 
dents could  borrow  money 
from  the  college  itself.  Ac- 
cording to  Janet  Cline,  Coor- 
dinator of  Financial  Aid,  this 
proposal  is  strictly  in  the 
planning  stages  and  more 
information  will  be  forth- 
coming. 

Likewise,  Dean  Cupkie  is 
encouraging  departments 
on  campus  to  evaluate  their 
budgets.  It  is  hoped  that 
through  this  evaluation  more 
positions  will  be  created  for 
institutional  student  employ- 
ment. Mrs.  Cline  said  these 
positions  are  separate  from 
the  College-Work-Study  Pro- 
gram because  these  workers 
are  on  the  regular  college 
payroll. 

Although  March  15  was 
the  preferred  deadline,  there 
is  still  time  to  apply  forfinan- 
cial  aid.  Applications  should 
be  turned  in  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible since  awards  are  dis- 
tributed on  a first-come,  first- 
serve  basis. 

If  all  financial  aid  informa- 
tion has  been  received  by  the 
SFAO,  students  should  be 
notified  in  the  next  few  weeks 
of  their  financial  aid  award.

Avila  community  learns  CPR 
and  life-saving  procedures

Nearly  one  hundred  Avila 
students,  faculty,  and  staff 
learned  and  were  certified  or 
recertified  last  Saturday 
in  CPR. 

CPR  which  stands  for  car- 
dio  pulmonary  resuscitation 
is  a lifesaving  procedure  per- 
formed to  provide  artificial 
breathing  and  blood  circula- 
tion for  a person  whose  own 
breathing  and  heart  have 
stopped  functioning  as  in  a 
heart  attack,  drug  overdose, 
poisoning,  drowning  or 
choking. 

The  students  were  taught 
by  22  volunteer  instructors 
in  groups  of  four  and  five. 


Lifesize  manikins  were  used 
to  learn  and  practice  the 
technique  on.  In  addition 
students  learned  how  to  help 
choking  victims  during  the 
four  hour  course. 

CPR  NOW  is  sponsored 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ewing  Kauff- 
man, owners  of  the  Kansas 
City  Royals  and  founders  of 
Marion  Laboratories.  It  is 
designed  to  coordinate  and 
promote  CPR  training  through- 
out Kansas  City 
The  training  organizations 
involved  are  the  American 
Heart  Association  and  the 
American  Red  Cross 
During  the  day  students 


learned  basic  lifesaving  pro- 
cedures including  adult  CPR. 
What  they  did  not  learn  was 
two-person  CPR,  infant  CPR 
and  child  CPR.  These  can  be 
learned  in  a more  intense 
eight  hour  course.  For  more 
information  about  this  course 
one  can  call  CPR  NOW  at 
363-2400. 

CPR  Day  at  Avila  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association.

College  joins  “Health  Fair  ’82” 

“ Making  Wellness  Fun”  day  May  1st

Kansas  City  has  joined  in 
the  national  health  craze  with 
"Health  Fair  ’82".  The  Fair 
will  run  from  April  26  through 
May  2.  It  will  be  sponsored 
by  Red  Cross,  Chevron, 
Channel  9,  and  Prudential 
Life. 

Avila  will  be  one  of  the 
twenty-six  locations  cited  to 
operate  screening  tests  for 
potential  diseases.  Tests  will 
check  eye  sight,  cardio- 
vascular rate,  blood  pres- 
sure, breast  tissue,  and  other 
bodily  functions  and  areas. 

The  college  will  partake  in 
the  week  by  offering  a one 
day  event  on  May  1 entitled 
"Making  Wellness  Fun”.  This 
program  will  be  set  up  differ- 
ently than  the  concurrent 
Kansas  City  programs,  as  it 
will  focus  on  healthy  lifestyles 
and  good  habits.  The  four 
areas  that  need  the  most  at- 
tention are  stress,  nutrition, 


exercise  and  safety.  These 
areas  will  be  covered  by  a 
variety  of  programs  planned 
by  various  academic  depart- 
ments and  concerned  Kan- 
sas Citians. 

Stress  reducing  techniques 
will  be  covered  by  the  use  of 
skits  and  mimes  presented 
intermittently  by  the  theater 
department.  There  will  also 
be  special  presentations 
given  on  yoga  and  transcen- 
dental meditation  in  Borserine. 

Providing  that  the  weather 
is  good,  nutrition  booths  will 
be  set  up  in  the  quad  for 
people  to  browse  around. 
Free  food  samples  and  spe- 
cial recipes  will  be  handed 
out  in  conjunction  with  pam- 
phlets stressing  low-salt, 
sugar,  and  cholesterol  diets. 
Videotapes  will  also  be  shown 
on  the  Kansas  City  restau- 
rants that  serve  these  special 
diets. 


The  Kansas  City  Comets 
are  coming  to  speak  on  injury 
prevention  before  exercising. 
An  obstacle  course  will  be 
set  up  to  put  the  new  learned 
skills  into  action  as  well  as 
test  the  cardiovascular  sys- 
tem. Aerobic  and  Jazzercise 
representatives  will  be  avail- 
able also  to  explain  the 
necessity  for  cardiovascular 
awareness. 

Since  Missouri  ranks  fourth 
in  car  accident  deaths,  pre- 
sentations will  be  given  on 
defensive  driving  and  infant 
car  seat  safety.  In  addition, 
bike  safety  information  will 
be  available  for  interested 
riders. 

"Making  Wellness  Fun" 
should  prove  to  be  informa- 
tive and  worthwhile.

When  aid  cuts  are  proposed 


With  the  federal  financial 
aid  budget  for  1983  under 
scrutiny  in  Congress,  and 
with  President  Reagan  pro- 
posing sizable  cuts  in  federal 
aid  to  education,  Avila  Col- 
lege, like  many  other  colleges 
and  universities  across 
the  country,  could  feel  the 
blow  of  these  budget  cuts  if 
they  are  approved. 

Input  from  a Congression- 
al representative's  constit- 
uents, in  the  form  of  a letter 
to  the  representative,  can  be 


very  influential  in  molding 
the  final  form  the  federal  aid 
budget  can  take. 

For  those  Avila  students 
concerned  with  the  budget's 
proposed  cutbacks  in  aid  to 
education,  here  are  a few 
tips  on  the  most  effective 
way  to  express  an  opinion 
to  a congressman. 

The  first  step,  of  course,  is 
to  address  your  letter  to  the 
right  person.  See  the  list  of 
representatives  at  the  end  of 
this  article.

Be  sure  to  clearly  identify 
the  issue  you  are  writing 
about;  refer  to  it  by  the  bill 
number  or  some  popular  title, 
such  as  "cutbacks  in  aid  to 
education." 

When  giving  your  opinion 
on  the  proposed  legislation, 
be  concise  and  brief.  Con- 
trary to  popular  belief,  letters 
to  congressmen  are  read, 
but  stating  your  opinion 
briefly  and  to  the  point  will 
help  the  congressman  and 
his  or  her  staff  know  exactly 
where  you  stand  on  the  issue. 

Most  importantly,  use  your 
own  words  and  stationery. 
Don't  simply  sign  your  name 
to  a form  letter  being  circu- 
lated by  a concerned  group 
(although  doing  so  is  cer- 
tainly better  than  not  doing 
anything).  Write  your  letter 
legibly  or  type  it  if  possible. 
Be  civil  in  tone;  make  your 
letter  constructive  and  give 
the  reasons  behind  your 
stand  on  the  subject. 

The  time  and  effort  taken 
to  write  a personal  letter  ex- 
pressing your  own  thoughts 
briefly  and  clearly  will  carry 
much  weight  in  influencing 
the  attitude,  and  eventually 
the  voting,  of  your  con- 
gressman.

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Business  internship  program 
currently  underway  at  Avila

Avila  business  students 
will  now  have  the  opportunity 
to  receive  academic  credit 
for  internship  work  with  area 
companies. 

The  program,  which  is 
being  formulated  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Samp- 
son and  the  business  faculty 
committee  is  the  result  of  a 
federal  government  grant 
awarded  to  the  college  in 
order  to  promote  higher 
education. 

Any  full  or  part-time  under- 
graduate business  major 
with  a sophomore  standing 
or  above  who  has  completed 
at  least  12  hours  at  Avila, 
passed  the  English  and  Math 
Proficiency  exams,  and 
earned  a minimum  of  2.8 
cumulative  G.P.A.,  is  eligible. 

It  is  felt  by  the  business 
department  that  this  type  of 
internship  program  will  help 
the  students  gain  practical 
job  experience,  improve  and 
strengthen  previously  learned 
or  newly  acquired  skills,  help 


supplement  tuition  costs,  as 
well  as  provide  an  excellent 
vehicle  for  the  campus  and 
students. 

Interested  students  will 
work  with  the  business  de- 
partment and  prospective 
employer  to  help  design  a 
program  which  will  fit  the 
student’s  individual  needs 
while  still  following  the  guide- 
lines established  by  the  fac- 
ulty committee.  The  program 
is  rather  flexible  though,  for 
students  have  the  opportunity 
to  select  which  companies 
and  jobs  appeal  to  them  most 
before  setting  up  an  inter- 
view. In  addition,  such  mat- 
ters as  wages,  hours,  per- 
sonnel policies  are  decided 
upon  between  the  intern  and 
employer  after  a job  has 
been  assigned. 

A unique  factor  in  the  pro- 
gram is  that  more  than  one 
student  can  meet  with  the 
same  company  and  compete 
for  the  same  job.  According 


to  Mr.  Sampson,  this  enables 
everyone  to  get  the  same  fair 
chance  in  finding  a suitable 
internship.  One  must  note 
that  jobs  are  not  automati- 
cally assigned,  students  must 
interview  and  then  be  hired, 
based  on  their  own  merit. 

Negotiations  have  already 
been  made  with  a wide  variety 
of  companies  which  include 
Hallmark,  United  Telecom, 
Touche  Ross,  Aamco  Pipe- 
line, and  North  Supply 
Company.
